AGO. ;

The following editorial fyour Tne Cixa 
Mau. of July tho 3rd, 1846, contains a 
annber of interesting details. bearing on 
the tative junk trade of Hongkong which 
should bo of intoroat’ to all"traders’ in 
China :-— a ee 

We lately veferred to the ‘arrangementé 
in progress.for the settleniunt, of Chinchow 
mereluuits on the Island as © affording 
some proof that the most enterprising 
and intelligent class of natives did not 
participate in the unfavourable opinions 
many of onr own countryinen entertained 
of Hongkong aa a place of trade; while 
it may, serve to convince people at a 
distance that they edght to reccive with 
caution the sweeping allegations that th+ 
Goyernment throw imperinenis. in the 
way of such trade, by endeavouring to 
fetter it with unmeccasaty.. restrictions, 
That sneh comphinté °.nre , altogethor 
without foundation we do not maintain, 
but it is impossible to beliore that men 
gifted with” common ‘sense, whose 
reputation Is staked upon their Govorn- 
ment of the Colony, would direct their 
measures, not to foster, but tv frustrate, 
the attempts of both English and Native 
merchnnts to incxeaxe tlie local trade. 

During our short eareck we hrve moro 

than once had uceasion to state opinions 
opposed to Governmehtin reference to thelr 
Fincal policy, and the uncaltod-for oxercise 
of arbitrary power; buf without better 
proof than moro asswaption or newspapor, 
assertion of opinion—and there has:suroly 
been cnough of both—we cannot éeo that 
they ean be justly charged with being ini 
‘mical to tho intercourse of native traders 
with Hougkong, or with being solely to 
blane for its trifling amount hitherto, The 
13th and 14th clauses of the Supplementary 
Treaty have been virtually 2 dead lettor; 
aud it is indecd very doubtful whether the 
existence of such a document is génerally 
known to the Chinese Traders, At least 
af wa many judge by the confident manner 
in whicl thoy have arrived in and depart- 
el from the Harbour of Hongkong, they’do 
not seem to havo been in great dread of 
the eonsequénées of its restrictive claysos. 
‘The insigniticant amount’ of trade ‘they 
have been able to earry on hitherto may bo 
attributed to othor causes ;_und its gradual 
inerenge must be the work of time and 
judicious Munngement, vot only on the part 
of our relers but of our merelunts ulsu. 

it may ho hereafter interestitiy lo mark 
the progress of this branch of commerce 
and our readers will perhaps be gratified 
with dhe following detail regarding the 

junk trade daring the past. month, which 
we have boven fortunate onough to obtain, 


‘it being necessary te promise thut “as 


soveral vessels may have been overlopked; 
the cnumortion is not te bo regarded ag 
complete. 

From Ningpo we havo bad nine junks 
homeward bound, which. took in the chief 
part of their cargo at Canton but made 
some trifling purchases here also. A convoy 
was what they chiefly desired, as they re- 
presented the seas to bo swarming ‘with 
pirates’ against whom unprotected thoy 
might not be able to offer effectual resist- 
aneo. Ff this be, as we are informed it ‘ist 
the first instance of junks; from Ningpo 
having visited Canton, it is woll desory- 
ing of boing recorded, ant betokons an 
improved system of trade, zesulting’ from 
tho sulutary lessons of the list Keveit yoars. 

A vessel of considorable size. from Can- 
ton, on her way to Tioutsin in the Gulf of 
Pechili, and within. no, great distance of 
Poking, lny here'for sevoral days, and malo, 
purchases to tho extent, we are told, of 
about ten thousand piocos ofshirting besldo 
probably a considerable quantity of opiun.
